Dan Smith (KTM) wrapped up his 
fourth consecutive AMA National 
Championship Hare & Hound Series 
championship by winning the series 
finale in Lucerne, California, 
October 22. Smith finished one 
minute ahead of Danny Hammel 
(Suz), who was followed across the 
finish line by Dale Knapp (Hus) and 
Greg Searle (Hon). Larry Roeseler 
(Kaw) took fifth overall and second 
in the final series point standings. 


Ed Lojak (Yam) was the overall 
winner at the Lead Belt National 
Championship Hare Scrambles in 
Flat River, Missouri, October 22. 
Rounding out the top five were 
Scott Summers (Hon), Scott Ples- 
singer (Kaw), Duane Conner 
(Yam) and Tony Hendon (Yam). 
With one round remaining in the 
series, Lojak leads with 176 
points, followed by Summers 
= 175 and Plessinger with 


New York City-based Madison 
Square Garden (MSG). Entertain- 
ment Group has purchased 65% of 
SRO/Pace Motorsports Promotions. 
According to C.E. Altman, the long- 
time motorsports force at Pace, MSG 
purchased interest pertains to 
motorsport events only — “Super- 
cross, tractor pulls, mud bog and 
monster truck events.” An office has 
been established in Los Angeles. “In 
essence, MSG bought product for 
television,” said Altman. “Things 
will basically remain the same; they 
don’t want to change a winner. 
They’ve made available their talent 
and expertise and we'll grow 
together. The name might change in 
the future, but our main purpose is 
to make our events better. We're 
going to work together to solidify the 
oundation.”” 


According to Bill West of St. 
Petersburg, Florida-based Super- 
Sports, ‘Positive things will come 
out of this (purchase of the con- 
trolling interest in SRO/Pace 
Motorsports by MSG). We met 
with the Madison Square Garden 
people in Reno last week and feel 
this will be a good thing for 
everybody. They've hired some 
sharp, young people.” 








West confirmed that MSG has made 
an offer to buy SuperSports. “We 
have a meeting scheduled with them 
this week,” said West. “Frankly, at 
this time I don’t know what we will 
do, but I'll tell you this: we’ll never 
sell the rights to the supercross events 
we do (Miami, Tampa, Atlanta) nor 
will we sell our outdoor National 
MX or the Winter Olympics. We also 
do tractor pulls and things like that 
and would consider negotiating the 
sale of those rights, but not MX.” 


West also said that he and other 
Camel Supercross Series promo- 
ters (SRO/Pace and Mickey 
Thompson Entertainment Group) 
are working on televising, via 
satellite, four rounds of the series 
to Japan next year. He also said 
that TV coverage of events in this 
country will be expanded to one- 
hour shows on ESPN next year. 
“Things couldn’t look brighter. 
Supercross is fulfilling everything 
we expected of it and in turn it’s 
improving motocross in general. 
Turnouts for amateur events are 
on the increase and things have 
never looked better,” said West. 


Three-time World Champion Kenny 
Roberts has obtained full Marlboro 
sponsorship for his 1990 Grand Prix 
road race team. The Marlboro- 
backed squad will consist of Wayne 
Rainey and one other yet-to-be- 
named rider on 500s, and John 
Kocinski on 250s. Word has it that 
the “‘yet-to-be-named”’ rider is none 
other than World Champion Eddie 
Lawson. The Roberts deal means 
that Giacomo Agostini has for all 
practical purposes lost the majority 
of his Marlboro backing, and will 
field only Luca Cadalora in the 250cc 
GPs. It was unknown at presstime 
what will become of the Lucky Strike 
sponsorship that Roberts’ team has 
held since 1986, and Roberts was in 
Japan and not available for com- 
ment. Some say Lucky Strike will 
back the Suzuki team. Reportedly, 
Suzuki received a comparably small 
amount of money to carry the Pepsi 
banner this year. 


The Roberts/Marlboro deal is 
sure to have an effect on Roberts’ 
Viceroy-sponsored AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix team for 1990. It is 
highly unlikely that Viceroy will 
continue in its support of Roberts’ 
team considering his new invol- 
vement with Marlboro. Viceroy is 
owned in the U.S. by the same 
company that owns Lucky Strike, 
Roberts’ previous GP sponsor. 
Team Viceroy Yamaha’‘s Bud Aks- 
land said at press time that 
nothing had been finalized for 
1990. “‘Kenny’s (Roberts) been

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gone a lot and | haven't been able 
to sit down and talk to him about 
anything yet,” Aksland said. 
When asked whether he would be 
staying in the U.S. or going to 
Europe with John Kocinski, with 
whom Aksland has won three 
AMA 250cc Championships, he 
said: “I'll probably go to Europe 
from time to time, but I'll be here 
most of the time - | hope.” 


Fifteen-time World Champion Gia- 
como Agostini’s problems with 
Marlboro sponsorship apparently 
began when he was unable to gua- 
rantee top-line Yamahas for Kevin 
Schwantz, who had signed a letter 
of intent with Ago in Brazil. With 
Schwantz backing out of the deal, 
Agostini’s team was left in the 
precarious position of not having a 
top 500cc rider for 1990. Accustomed 
to receiving the exposure given the 
500cc World Champion, Marlboro 
apparently opted to back Roberts’ 
team because he gave the tobacco 
giant the opportunity to win again 
with Wayne Rainey carrying their 
banner. 


As far as Lawson leaving the Erv 
Kanemoto-headed Rothmans 
Honda team and joining the Marl- 
boro Roberts team, there are 
those who say it’s a “‘done deal.” 
It’s a rumor that makes sense as 
Roberts, Lawson, Rainey and 
Kocinski all share the same man- 
ager in Gary Howard. If Lawson 
does join the Roberts team, look 
for Australian Kevin Magee to go 
to Suzuki. Kanemoto, reached via 
phone, chose not to comment on 
the rumored Lawson switch, but 
said he was flying to Japan this 
week to meet with HRC. 


Kevin Schwantz will more than 
likely ride Suzukis again in 1990, but 
he’s unsure of who the sponsor ‘will 
be. “I don’t know what I’m doing 
right now,” Schwantz said from his 
new home in Austin, Texas, on 
Monday, October 23. “I'll probably 
ride a Suzuki, but I don’t know who 
the sponsor is. I’m going to Japan 
on November | and will test on the 
fourth and seventh and talk about 
a contract in between that.” 
Schwantz pleaded ignorance on the 
rumored Lucky Strike sponsorship 
of the Suzuki team. 


Randy Mamola has re-signed with 
Cagiva, but long-time Mamola 
mechanic George Vukmanovich 
has left the team to go to work 
for 250cc GP competitor Carlos 
Cardus of Spain. Cardus, who 
finished fourth in this year’s 
250cc World Championship, rides 
a Honda NSR250. 


Cagiva’s 500cc GP team will be made 
up of three riders with 18-year-old 
Brazilian Alexandre Barros and 
veteran British road racer Ron

Motorcyclists testify 
against nationwide 
helmet bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C., OCT. 17 
The American Motorcyclist 
Association (AMA) led a dele- 
gation of motorcyclists from 15 
states to Capitol Hill tooppose 
legislation which would require all 
states to pass mandatory helmet laws 
covering all riders, or lose up to 10% 
of their federal highway construction 
funds after 1992. 

Those concerned motorcyclists, 
represented by the AMA, Motorcycle 








Riders Foundation (MRF), ABATE 
groups and other rider organiza- 
tions, were in Washington, to attend 
a hearing on S1007, sponsored by 
Sen. John M. Chafee (R-Rhode 
Island). 

The hearing, which was con- 
ducted by the Senate Subcommittee 
on Water Resources, Transportation 
and Infrastructure,’ gave Robert 
Rasor, AMA Vice President of 
Government Relations, and Mike 
Farabaugh, Chairman of the MRF, 
an opportunity to present testimony 
in opposition to the bill on behalf 
of motorcyclists across the nation. 

In his testimony, Rasor challenged 
the credibility of a study cited 
frequently by bill supporters. “The 
Public Cost of Motorcycle Trauma,” 
better known as the Harborview 
Study, attempts to substantiate that 
motorcycle accident victims contrib- 
ute a disproportionate burden to 
society because of medical costs that 
are subsidized by taxpayers. Citing 
congressional testimony by Harbor- 
view Medical Center’s administrator, 
Rasor was able to demonstrate that 
motorcycle trauma patients actually 
relied less on public funds than did 
the hospital’s general patient 
population. 

Farabaugh’s comments stressed 
the value of rider education as 
opposed to legislation requiring 
mandatory helmet use. “Rider edu- 
cation is not only a viable alternative 
to a national helmet law, we have 
proof that it is working,’’ said 
Farabaugh. 

Thirteen years ago motorcyclists 
overcame a similar law passed in 
1966 by supporting an amendment 
to the Federal Aid Highway Act of 
1975 which withdrew the federal 
government’s power to blackmail 
states with threats of withholding 
highway funds. Sherm Packard, 
Legislative Director for the New 
Hampshire Motorcyclists Rights 
Organization, worked with the AMA 
in gettting that amendment 
approved. Packard, along with MRF 
lobbyist Wayne Curtin, was again on 
hand at the hearing and lent his 
support to the opponents of Chafee’s 

ill. 

Since this was the first time a 
hearing has been held to consider 
Chafee’s bill, it’s unclear if the Senate 
will give this issue much priority. 
But according to Rasor, riders need 
to continue writing in opposition of 
$1007 to ensure that the bill is not 
attached to another measure that 
could be given more priority. You

New AMA Pro Twins 
rules finalized 


WESTERVILLE, OH, OCT. 19 
The AMA released its official 
rules today for 1990 Pro Twins 
road race competition. The 
new rules are mostly the same 
as those proposed in a September 20 
memorandum from Ron Zimmer- 
man, Vice President, Professional 
Competition, and outlined in the 
October 4 issue of Cycle News, but 
with some minor differences. 

As was originally proposed, the 
existing Pro Twins Grand Prix and 
Modified Production classes will 
indeed be renamed Grand Prix l and 
Grand Prix 2. The GP1 division will 
cater to 751 to 1000cc four-stroke, 
twin-cylinder motorcycles, with the 
plan being to up the displacement - 
limit to 1200cc in 1991. The GP2 
division will cater to 451 to 750cc

four-stroke twins, with an allowance 
of 1000cc for machines having two- 
valve-per-cylinder pushrod motors. 

An AMA Pro Twins or Limited 
Expert license holder will be eligible 
to compete in either Pro Twins class, 
but Expert license holders will be 
restricted to the GP! class. (In the 
case of an FIM-sanctioned event, 
International riders would be sim- 
ilarly barred from GP2.) 

The first departure from the orig- 
inal proposal concerns the method 
of obtaining maximum displace- 
ment in the GP2 class. Unlike 
current Modified Production rules 
which state that only the bore can 
be increased, in 1990 both the bore 
and stroke can be altered. 

Next, a minimum weight limit of 
350 pounds (up from the 310 Ib. limit 
originally proposed) will be enforced 
in the GP2 class. The bike will be 
weighed “as is” after the final event; 
no fluids may be added (except water 
to the cooling system) and the fuel 
tank will be drained prior to 
weighing. 

Under the new plan, both classes 
will run in the same race, with the 
GP! class starting in the first wave 
and the GP2 class in the second. As 
is current practice, GP1 machines 
will have white number plates with 
black numbers while GP2 machines 
will have yellow with black. Some 
events (such as Daytona) may choose 
to run separate races for each class. 

One area that departs significantly 
from the originally proposed rules 
is that of the claiming rules for the 
GP2 class only. It was originally 
proposed that the motor could be 
claimed for $3500, but that figure has 
been increased to $5000 (including 
the engine, carburetor(s), ignition 
and exhaust system), with a complete 
motorcycle claiming price (includ- 
ing fairing) of $10,000. 

‘In order to enter a claim, a rider 
must have competed in the GP2 race 
at the event where the claim is made. 
A written claim must be submitted 
within 30 minutes of the posting of 
provisional results for the final 
event, and must identify the rider 
whose equipment is being claimed 
and be accompanied by cash, certi- 
fied check, cashier’s check or bank 
draft for the full claiming price. In 
the event that more than one claim 
is received on the same machine, the 
successful claimant shall be deter- 
mined by a drawing. All riders are 
limited to one successful claim in a 
calendar year, except when his/her 
motorcycle is claimed; he/she will 
then be allowed one additional 
claim. 

The owner of the claimed engine/ 
motorcycle must deliver the equip- 
ment for impound immediately 
upon notification, or be subject to 
disqualification from the race meet 
in question and forfeiture of all 
points and/or monies won; suspen- 
sion for no less than 90 days and no 
more than six months; and a fine of 
up to $1000.

Championship with 


Rhody win

Although he was expected by all to just hang 
back and finish, Team Suzuki rider, Randy 
Hawkins pulled out all the stops at the 
Rhody Rovers’ Little Rhody National and 


finished his second champion- 
ship season with a convincing 
win. Hawkins needed exactly 
one more point to mathemat- 


ically sew up the AMA National 
Championship Enduro, going into 
the Rhode Island run, and he knew 
that KTM’s Kevin Hines, his closest 
competition, would have to win the 
overall, while Hawkins finished no 
better than 12th. 

Doing no worse than 12th would 
be simple for Hawkins, since he 
seems to be incapable of finishing 
less than second these days, but he 
didn’t hold back for anything. 

“This is fun riding!” he was heard 
to say at the first gas stop. “The best 
enduro this year!’’ He proceeded to 
shave seconds off of each section, 
doing a point or better than everyone 





else, it seemed, and finished up with 
39 points and the overall in the bag. 

If Hawkins was having the best 
ride of his career in Rhode Island, 
Hines was having his worst. Aching 
from a case of the flu picked up just 
two days earlier, and hurting from 
a nasty practice crash on Saturday, 
KTM’s ace 250cc pilot couldn’t get 
up to speed in the early sections of 
the run, and then faded badly 
towards the finish. He wound up 
finishing 24th overall for the day, out 
of the points and with no chance of 
challenging Hawkins at the last 
round in California. 

Hines will have to work to stay 
ahead of Yamaha’s Jeff Russell in 
California, who finished fourth 
overall (42 points) in Rhode Island 
and is now within striking range of 
second place for the season.

“I don’t think I dummied up, I 
was just trying to shave as many 
seconds as I could,” Russell said, in 
defense of the two burned checks that 
moved him down to fourth for the 
day. “I will say that the Rhody 
Rovers put on a great National this 
year. Last year it was a killer, but 
this year they did a 180-degree 
turnaround and really surprised me. 
I was impressed.” 

Trail Boss Bill Haas, of the Rhody 
Rovers, had assembled the course, 
hoping to take 15 to 20 points from 
the National AA riders. At the same 
time, he didn’t want to knock eve- 
rybody else out, so plenty of resets 
were added to the day. The route 
sheet was 150 miles long, with 50 
miles of resets; leaving 100 miles of 
rideable trail. It would have been a 
perfect weekend; temperatures were 
up to 70 degrees on Saturday, a 
beautiful, clear day, but on Saturday 
night all hell broke loose. 

“We had to abandon ship about 
midnight!” said one of the unlucky 
tent campers in the start field, after 
they were driven inside by the rain. 
One and one-half inches fell between 
10 p.m and dawn, ensuring that 
there’d be plenty of slippery rocks 
and mud sections along the way. 

Local riders do best in those 
familiar conditions, and NETRA 
Champion Bert Guerrette proved the 
rule, once again, at the wet Rhody, 
dropping 41 points and nearly 
stealing Hawkins’ thunder. How- 
ever, Guerrette had his own bad luck 
to contend with. He was beating 
Hawkins by two points, when, 
coming into the second gas stop, his 
KTM started running badly. After a 
few frantic minutes of work, he 
discovered that most of the backing 
plate screws .on his ignition had 
backed out, yet he still managed to 
find a mag puller and screw it all 
back together. Then, in the last 
points-taking section, he broke his 
odometer cable and wrapped it 
around his front hub, putting him 
over the bars and forcing another 
minute of repairs. 

Guerrette wound up losing six and 
14 points in the last two checks, 
compared to Hawkins’ four and 12. 
When asked about it, all Guerrette 
could say was “Weird things, weird 
things.” 

Fast Freddie Hoess was one point 
behind Guerrette, muscling his 
Kawasaki just seconds ahead of 
Russell’s Yamaha. Both had lost 42 
points on the course, with Russell 
collecting just 68 seconds more in 
emergency points. 








Fifth overall was local ECEA rider 
Danny Nenstiel; a very fast Honda 
rider from Pennsylvania. Nenstiel 
was tied for points with Alan Gravitt, 
who complained about getting 
tangled up with his handguards on 
his KTM during a short trip over the 
bars, and finishing up with a broken 
wrist and 43 points. 

Gravitt said to Hawkins after- 
wards, “If you hadn’t come by and 
hit me with your wheel, I was happy 
to just lay there and take it easy for 
a while!” But Randy shamed him , 
into getting back on the bike, and 
he finished hurting, but in sixth 
place. 

Joey Hopkins, from Aiken Motor- 
cycle Sales in Aiken, South Carolina, 
piloted his Kawasaki into. seventh 
place overall, and felt lucky to be 
there after burning the two “easy” 
checks of the day. 

“I just got too excited, and was 
pushing too hard into those checks,” 
he said. 

Plenty of riders had the same 
trouble with early checks. Eighth 
overall was South Jersey’s Jack 
Lafferty Jr., four-time ECEA Cham- 
pion, and working on his fifth time 
for this season. Lafferty, riding a 
Yamaha YZ250, is locked in a local 
battle with KTM rider Ken Yan- 
kowski for the ECEA laurels, and 
Yankowski finished 10th overall at 
Rhody, just two. places behind his 
rival. 

Rounding out the top 10 was 
Suzuki’s Dave Bertram, who finished 
in ninth for the day, after arriving 
with his left hand in a brace (sche- 
duled for surgery on Tuesday, he 
admitted), and a motorcycle badly in 
need of maintenance after being 
neglected during the Six Days. 
Bertram wasn’t going to ride, but was 
bitten by the competition bug late 
Saturday, and overnight he and 
Hawkins’ mechanic fixed up the 
RMX’s linkage and put in a good 
showing on Sunday. “It looked like 
too much fun to sit and spectate!”’ 
said Bertram. 

Winning the High Point A trophy 
was Dave Niemiec, a New England 
KTM pilot who is Guerrette’s closest 
rival in the NETRA Series. Pennsyl- 
vania rider Bill Atkinson won the 
High Point B award, and Paolo 


Landrini won the High Point C 


trophy, a repeat of his performance 
at the Speedsville National earlier in 
the year. 

This win gave Hawkins a 
mathematically-guaranteed Cham- 
pionship win, with 261 points to 
Hines’ 197, unofficially, and defi-

Dutchman II wins 
second straight 
in Alabama

TALLADEGA, AL, OCT. 15 


The Dutchman Racing II team of Dale 
Quarterley and Tom Kipp savored the sweet 
taste of victory for the second straight time 
with their win in round nine of the 


AMA/CCS EBC Brakes Endu- 
rance Challenge Series at Tal- 
ladega Superspeedway. 

The Suzuki GSXR1100- 
mounted duo completed 82 laps of 
the four-mile combination infield/ 
oval road course during the three- 
hour event to claim victory by.two 
laps over the second-place Yamaha 
FZR1000 of Team Gibsonia/Englert 
Racing’s Bob Englert and John 
Choate. K&N Racing's Sam and Phil 





McDonald finished third overall on 
a Yamaha FZR600, putting a GTU- 
class bike in the overall winner's 
circle for the first time this year. 

As the 32-bike field received the 
green flag, it was Keystone Racing's 
Jamie James who jumped out to an 
early lead. Keystone had recruited 
James to share the riding with Mark 
Heiser, and the AMA National 
Superbike Champion lost no time in 
putting the team’s Suzuki 
GSXRI1100 up front. James turned 





2:07 lap times while consistently 
pulling away from the field. 

Meanwhile, the first five laps of 
the event saw several teams dice for 
second place, including Carry 
Andrew on the number one Hyper- 
Cycle GSXR1100, Quarterley on the 
Dutchman Racing II entry and Rich 
Arnaiz on the Team Motor Sport 
Yamaha FZR1000. 

The challenging, high- 
thorsepower, high-banked track took 
its toll early on several top-running 
teams. 

Two of the first teams to suffer 
problems were those in contention 
for the GTU class championship. 
Just 14 laps into the event, Roswell 
Honda’s Steve Mathews had the 
chain break on his Yamaha FZR600, 
and he opted to sit out the remainder 
of the race. Team Toomer, currently 
36 points ahead of Roswell Honda 
and leading the GTU class point 
standings, then blew a motor 19 laps 
into the race with Jon Roberts on 
board. With both teams failing to 
score points, Toomer wrapped up 
the 1989 GTU class ttle. 

Thirty minutes into the event, 
Arnaiz put the Motor Sport Yamaha 
into second place ahead of Quarter- 
ley, but the Yamaha ran out of gas 
in the chicane. The crash truck 
brought the bike and rider back to 
the pits, and while they were there 
the team chose to install a new rear 
tire. Arnaiz’ teammate, Phil Kress, 
then took over the riding duties and 
re-entered the race three laps down 
from the leader, Keystone Racing. 
But just six laps into his stint, Kress 








suffered a blown rear tire while going 
down the front straight at 168 mph, 
scaring himself silly and ending the 
day for Team Motor Sport. 

The tire failure was the second of 
the year for the Yamaha-backed 
effort (Arnaiz had one fail on him 
at the Daytona season opener), and 
according to Team Manager Mal- 
colm Hill, Michelin has promised to 


_deliver a tire designed specifically for 


high-banked tracks in time for the 
Daytona season finale. 

Kevin Rentzell had put the Dutch- 
man Racing I entry into fourth place 
behind Hyper-Cycle, and attempted 
to pass Andrews several times. 

“Coming into the tri-oval, Carry 
did some dirty squeezing,” said 
Rentell. “He bumped me three 
times going into (turn) one and 
squeezed me out and I hit the grass. 
Two laps later, I went deeper into 
turn two, got by him and kept 
going.” 

Andrews then crashed hard in turn 
seven, completely destroying the 
bike. 

“I was trying to stay in Rentzell’s 
draft. I wanted to get by a slower rider 
on‘a 600 before the last set of esses,” 
Andrews stated. “He (the 600 rider) 
refused to acknowledge that I was 
there and he ran right over my front 
wheel. I did all the braking I could 
and still ran into him.” 

Just prior to the completion of the 
first hour, Rentzell ran out of fuel 
on the backstraight. He pushed the 
bike into the pits just as Dutchman 
II came in for their scheduled pit 
stop. Since Dutchman II was run- 
ning second behind Keystone, Team 
Manager Dave Schlosser and crew 
used the quick-fill to refuel the 
Dutchman II bike, and refueled the 
Dutchman I bike by hand. Kipp took 
over the controls on Dutchman II 
while Donald Jacks went out on the 
Dutchman I bike. 

James pitted the Keystone bike for 
refueling, but his teammate wasn’t 
ready, so he went back out, still in 
the lead. But just a few laps later, 
James pitted again. The bike seemed 
to be running on three cylinders. 
After losing 10-15 minutes in the 
pits, the crew discovered that a 
carburetor needle had fallen out. 
After repairing this, Heiser went out, 
but they had relinquished the lead 
to Dutchman II. 

The halfway point of the race saw 
several more teams have problems, 
beginning with Fastline Racing’s 
Jeff Stern, who pitted with electrical 
problems while running eighth. 

Rough Stock Racing’s Rueben 
McMurter had moved the team’s 
Honda RC30 into fifth position 
before Doug Brauneck took over the 
reins. But Brauneck slowed on the 
front straight. 

“I thought it was vapor-locking,” 





said Brauneck, “I had just gotten on 
the bike. I went into turn one and 
when I came out of (turn) two, the 
bike locked up.” 

This allowed Larry Shorts to put 
the Just For Fun Yamaha FZR600 
into fifth position. This did not last 
long as Shorts crashed in the right- 
hander after the esses. 

“The front dropped into the 
groove where the two pieces of 
pavement match and it took me right 
with it,” explained Shorts. “I was 
able to ride it back into the pits.” 
The team was able to make the 
necessary repairs and re-entered the 
race to eventually finish ninth. 

Kevin Rentzell had gone back out 
on the Dutchman Racing I bike, 
relieving Jacks, but crashed in turn 
two with one hour remaining in the 
event. He was running second at the 
time, 21 seconds behind Dutchman 
II, but wound up being credited with 
10th in class in spite of the crash. 

“The bike started wobbling in the 
chicane and onto the banking. I 
looked down and the steering 
damper bracket had broken where it 
was welded onto the frame. I thought 
I could ride until the pit stop, but 
as I was exiting the esses, I went to 
make the next right-hander and the 
bike wouldn’t steer at all,” Rentzell 
said. “The bike went straight into 
the guardrail.” 

Rentzell suffered a punctured 
knee and bruised ribs in the crash, 
was falling in and out of conscious- 
ness, and had an irregular heartbeat. 
He was transported by ambulance to 
the hospital where he was held until 
being released on Tuesday. 

Rentzell’s crash allowed his 
brother Bob Rentzell and his team- 
mate Lee Shierts to put the Johnson 
& Woods Suzuki GSXR1100 into 
second place, one-and-a-half laps 
down from the leaders. Shierts had 
taken over from Bob Rentzell to 
finish the race, but with less than 
10 minutes remaining, Shierts pitted 
with problems. Shierts could not re- 
start the bike so he pushed it down 
pit road and across the start/finish 
line to score an additional lap and 
finish fifth. It was the second time 
this season that Shierts had to push 
the bike across the line (the first time 
was at Sears Point in August when 
the bike’s battery died). 

Johnson & Woods’ misfortunes 
allowed Gibsonia/Englert to move 
into a comfortable second place, a 
position they would hold till the 
finish. 

The K&N Racing team of Sam and 
Phil McDonald led the GTU class 
for virtually the entire race. Taking 
the GTU win by one lap over Cycles 
Unlimited, the brothers also put the 
FZR600 in third overall. 

Quarterley took the checkered flag 
for Dutchman Racing II, maintain- 
ing their second-place position in the 
GTO point standings. Dutchman 
Racing is sponsored by Arai, Fox 
Racing, Sudco, Michelin, Petrovich, 
FBF, PBI, Pennzoil, Fox Shox and 
‘Z’ Leathers. ©

Lynch by an inch 
tin Alabama

TALLADEGA, AL, OCT. 15 


Seventeen-year-old Tommy Lynch of 
Bakersfield, California, came out on top of 
a five-rider drag race to the finish line to 


claim his first-ever AMA/CCS Yokohama 


750cc Supersport National win 
at the fast, high-banked Tal- 
ladega Superspeedway. 


The young Yoshimura 
Suzuki rider had won his heat race 
the day before, defeating Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler and the Suzuki- 
mounted trio of David Sadowski, 
Mike Harth and Mike Smith. Series 
points leader Jamie James followed 
his Yoshimura teammate Scott Rus- 
sell and drafted by at the finish to 
win his heat race, in the process 
qualifying on the pole. 

At the start of the final, Lynch led 
into the first turn and through the 





challenging infield course followed 
by Chandler, James and Russell.» 
Sadowski didn't complete one lap as 
the vacuum line to his fuel petcock 
was pinched, and he retired to the 
side of the track. 

Chandler was the first rider to use 
the draft on the high banks, pulling 
alongside Lynch. James went to the 
high side of the banking beside 
Chandler and at the completion of 
lap one it was Lynch, Chandler and 
James side-by-side across the start, 
finish line. Russell, Harth and Smith 
battled for the fourth-place spot. 

Lynch repassed Chandler going 
into turn one and once again led into 





the infield. Chandler then repassed 
Lynch going into the chicane, but 
Lynch repassed him followed by 
James and Smith, relegating 
Chandler to fifth. 

On lap four, Chandler repassed 
Lynch for the lead and began to pull 
away from the battle for second. But 
Smith dropped down low on the 
banking while Lynch took the top 
side, and the two pulled along 
opposite sides of Chandler to once 
again make it three abreast at the 
start/finish line. 

By lap five, the order through the 
infield esses was Lynch, Smith, 
Chandler, Harth and Russell. The 
five-bike battle for the lead began 
slowly pulling away from James, 
who rode conservatively in sixth to 
maintain his lead in the series point 
standings. 

Although James had qualified on 
the pole, he said that his bike wasn’t 
handling quite right and had con- 
sidered racing his back-up bike. But 
when his back-up bike blew a motor 
in morning practice, he was forced 
to ride the one he qualified on. 

None of the riders wanted to be 
at the front of the pack, since the 
leader would “be unable to take 
advantage of drafting. They were 
obviously tip-toeing through the 
infield, as the race umes were low- 
to mid-2:10s, despite the fact that the 
morning practice times were 2:09s. 

‘As the five-rider pack came off the 
high banks onto the front straight 
on the final lap, each shuffling for 
the best drafting position, all eyes 
focused on the start/finish line. 

Russell pulled out of Harth’s draft 














to pass him just before the line, but 
Lynch caught the tail of Russell’s 
draft and was launched to the front 
of the pack, taking the win by the 
narrowest of margins. Russell was 
credited with second, followed by 
Chandler, Smith and Harth. There 
were no more than 12 inches separ- 
ating the top-five riders at the line. 

James finished a comfortable 
sixth, some three seconds back, 
allowing him to maintain his series 
lead by 17 points over Chandler and 
Russell, who are now tied for second. 
Craig Gleason, Scott Zampach, 
Oliver Billingsley and Scott Willi- 
ams rounded out the top 10. 

“T knew they were back there,” said 
Chandler. “Yesterday, in the heat 
race I was running second and got 
blasted pretty good, so going into the 
race I figured as long as I could stay 
from fourth on up to first, it would 
be a good position to be in. I knew 
I couldn't get away. Coming out of 
the last corner I was in second and 
had a good draft going so I thought 
I was ina great position. When those 
guys came by right at the end I 
thought, ‘Oh well — that’s racing.’ ” 

“I thought about trying to race 
with the guys, but I just sat back there 
and got sandblasted,” said Russell. 
“I thought I timed it just right, but 
Tommy (Lynch) caught the tail of 
my draft and that was all he needed 
to put him ahead about an inch. It 
didn’t matter what you did in the 


infield, because you couldn’t get 
away. There might be a couple of 
guys that could get away in the 
infield, but it’s all done right there 
on the banking.” 

“This is my first time on a high- 
banked speedway,” exclaimed an 
ecstatic Lynch, who’s sponsored by 
Yoshimura, Michelin, The Wax 
Shop, EBC Brakes, F&L, Motul and 
Shoei. “This is really an experience; 


especially when you’re running with 
guys like Chandler and Russell. I 
knew that Chandler would be fast 
and would be coming by, so I wanted 
to stay with him. This is great!”

Rentzell’s race, 
Zampach’s title

TALLADEGA, AL, OCT. 15 
Chattanooga, Tennessee’s 
“Revin’ ” Kevin Rentzell came 
from a last-row grid position 
to take an impressive win over 
Jeff Farmer and Michael Barnes in 
the AMA/CCS Yokohoma 600cc 
Supersport Series round at Talladega 
Superspeedway. 

But the real winner today was 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin's Scott Zamp- 
ach, whose fourth-place finish 
enabled him to clinch the 1989 600cc 
Supersport title. 

The start of the final saw Boca 
Raton, Florida’s Barnes take the 
holeshot and lead into turn one 
followed by Larry Schwarzbach, 
Zampach, John Ashmead, Farmer 
and the balance of the 19-strong, 
entirely Yamaha FZR600-mounted 
field. 

Rentzell moved past most of the 
riders coming up to the chicane on 
the first lap, then drafted past Farmer 
in the tri-oval. Farmer repassed 
Rentzell at the start/finish line, but 
Rentzell went deeper into turn one 
on the second lap, passing Schwarz- 
bach, Zampach, Ashmead and Farmer, 
and moving up to second. Coming 
out onto the tri-oval, Rentzell drafted 
past Barnes for the lead which he 
would not relinquish. 

Meanwhile, Zampach had his 
hands full with Schwarzbach. 
Schwarzbach drove Zampach wide in 
turn one, then crashed hard. Zamp- 
ach ran off the track but was able 
to keep it up and re-entered the race 
in fourth place. 

By the fourth lap, Rentzell had a 
three-second lead over Zampach, 
Farmer, Barnes arid Ashmead, who 
were battling for second. Ashmead 
pulled out of Barnes’ draft but 
couldn't get by; his fairing had come 
loose and he was about to lose it. 

Rentzell cruised on in for the win 
as Farmer was able to draft by Barnes 
for second, 

“I had a couple of months off (due 
to injury) but I wanted to come back 
hard,” said Rentzell, who’s helped 
by Hollywood Yamaha, Michelin, 
Muzzy R&D, Fox, Dyno-Jet, Arai, 
Tsubaki and EBC Brakes. “(Rob) 
Muzzy has put a lot of support 
behind me, and here I am — back 
up front.” 

Unfortunately, Rentzell would 
end his weekend in the hospital after 
an endurance race crash. 

“The racing today was really 
good,” said Farmer. “I saw Ash- 
mead’s bike starting to fall apart; his 
fairing started to explode, so I just 
stepped it up and picked up the slack 
there at the end of the race.” 

“Its been a tough season,” said 
new National Champion Zampach, 
who’s sponsored by Dunlop, EBC 
Brakes, Fox, RK, Vance & Hines, 
Kerker and Don & Roy’s. “I crashed 
this morning in practice and broke 
my finger, but I tried to hang in there 
and do the best I could.” d

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t’s been a dream season for 125cc 

National Champion Mike Kied- 

rowski. He always dreamed of 

winning a National and did just 
that at the opening round at Gaines- 
ville, Florida, in March. 

He thought that making the Moto- 
cross des Nations team would be a 
dream come true. Not only did the 
dream become reality when he was 
chosen for the American team as a 
last-minute replacement, but he 
proved that he was worthy of the 
position with a victory in the 125cc 
class. if 
Mike Kiedrowski completed the 
dream by winning the 125cc 
National Championship for Honda 
in the final moto of the 13-race series 
at the Unadilla Sports Center in New 
York. It was an accomplishment 
Kiedrowski felt he would achieve all 
along, despite the fact that it was his 
rookie season on the National 
circuit. 

“Throughout the whole series I 
felt that I would win, it was always 
in the back of my head,” Kiedrowski 
said. “I had a lot of faith in myself 
after Gainesville, I felt I had a 
chance. That win built up my 
confidence.” 

Now that he’s won the. 125cc 
National title and been a member of 
the World Championship team at 
the Motocross des Nations in West 
Germany, many more people will no 
doubt, get to know the 20-year-old 
Honda rider from Canyon Country, 
located about 50 miles northeast of 
Los Angeles, California, as more 
than just the fast rider with the 
lengthy last name. Although Kied- 
rowski established himself as an up-

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and-coming star this year, it hasn’t 
been easy for him to reach the 
limelight. It seems that he’s always 
been in another rider’s shadow. 

“When I was racing 80s, guys like 
Mike Healey, Bob Moore, Mouse 
McCoy and Eddie Hicks were racing 
and there was a lot of competition 
in the class,” says Kiedrowski. “I 
never got noticed that much because 
although I was always in the top 10, 
it was fifth, sixth, fourth; right in 
there. At that time Hicks got all the 
publicity and I wasn't noticed.” 

Kawasaki paid enough attention 
to give Kiedrowski support as an 
amateur, and although he won 
several major races, once again he 
didn’t attract a lot of attention. 
Kiedrowski was always battling with 
Team Green teammate Jeff Matiase- 
vich, yet it was Matiasevich who got 
the glory and eventually the factory 
ride with Kawasaki. 

Matiasevich also kept him out of 
the spotlight by beating him for the 
1988 125cc Western Regional Super- 
cross title. 

“He deserved it just as much as 
I did, it just happened that he got 
more firsts than I did,” Kiedrowski 
said. “I didn’t get upset, I just kept 
doing what I had to do.” 

And he kept winning at the ama- 
teur level, since his Kawasaki Team 
Green ride didn’t support him for 
the Nationals. Kiedrowski won a few 
more titles in ’88 and raced in four 
125cc Nationals on his own, “Just 
so that when I did get a chance to 
go I wouldn't be going into it 
without any experience. It didn’t 
matter what place I got, it was just 
to get used to it.” 





Once again Kiedrowski managed 
to get some attention from the right 
people, for Honda race team man- 
ager Dave Arnold approached him 
about a ride at Ponca City in ’88. 
Kiedrowski wasn’t sure what to do 
at first. 

“T kind of heard what I'd be getting 
from Kawasaki, but nobody said 
anything for sure,” recalls 
Kiedrowski. 

Arnold kept the pressure up and 
made a proposal Kiedrowski was 
happy with, but he hadn’t given up 
on Kawasaki yet. 

“I called and talked to everyone 
at Team Green,” says Kiedrowski. 
“They didn’t know what (Kawasaki 
race team manager) Roy Turner was 
going to do, just that he was sup- 
posed to get a hold of me and never 
did. I told them I had been talking 
to Honda to put some pressure on.” 

A week went by and he still hadn’t 
heard anything. One last call wasn’t 
returned until the night Kiedrowski 
signed. 

“Kawasaki was great to me, they 
were just a little bit slower and I had 
to do something.” 

Kiedrowski felt that signing with 
Honda was a turning point in his 
racing career, even though it was 
only for a support deal. Kiedrowski 
received money from Honda at the 


beginning of the season to pay for’ 


his expenses and to pay his mechanic 
Shane Nalley. He raced basically 
stock bikes at the beginning of the 
season until Honda began supplying 
him with more works parts as the 
season and his results progressed. 
When he signed with Honda he 
decided that racing was what he 
really wanted to do. After finishing 
high school, he studied at a com- 
munity college near his home, but

quit after a semester to devote all his 
time to racing. 

The beginning of the year also 
provided another crucial turning 
point, one which helped keep him 
in the shadow of another rider. 
Kiedrowski broke his thumb in a pre- 
season race, and instead of facing 
Matiasevich in a rematch for the 
125cc Western Regional Supercross 
Championship, he was switched to 
the later-starting Eastern Regional 
series. And Damon Bradshaw was the 
rider getting all the attention there 
since he was the young rookie who 
had beat Rick Johnson in a post- 
season supercross in Japan. 

It was in the Eastern Regional 
Supercross Series that Kiedrowski 
struggled to establish himself, to get 
out of Bradshaw’s shadow. He failed, 
by one point, to surpass rookie- 
sensation Bradshaw. 

“Look back at the first race and 
I got fifth, and I never got a fifth 
the whole time after that,” said 
Kiedrowski. “One point, all I had 
to do was pass one rider and there 
it is. I learned a lot by that.” 

But he did show everyone that he 
could run with, even beat, Bradshaw. 
Their battles throughout that series 
also established a sometimes bitter 
rivalry between the two racers. 

“In any form of racing you will 
always have someone up there racing 
with you,” Kiedrowski says. “We 
seem to always be up front battling, 
and he probably doesn’t like me and 
I don’t like him because we race. 
When we're on the track we'll take 
each other out, do whatever we have 
to do to win, that’s our job.” 

Although Kiedrowski has been 
taken out while battling with Brad- 
shaw on several occasions, he still 
has some kind words for his nemesis. 

“Off the track he’s not that bad

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of a guy,” Kiedrowski admits. “We 
spent some time in Italy (for an 
international race) together and 
talked a little bit. If we didn’t race 
it would probably be different.” 

It seems Kiedrowski has trouble 
holding a grudge, and it’s no wonder 
since he’s so nice when he’s off the 
track. At the Motocross des Nations 


in Germany the track announcer ` 


came to the American pits to find 
out more about him so that the 
German fans could know more about 
the little-known American rider. 
After a brief interview, at a time when 
he was concentrating on what he had 
to do, Kiedrowski thanked him for 
taking the time to come over and do 
the interview. He then walked over 
and signed autographs for the fans 
lining the banners, with a smile and 
enthusiasm. 

He’s not just nice to foreigners, 
either. At a recent National, Kied- 
rowski personally thanked the prom- 
oters for running a prominent photo 
of him in the event program. 

And when he has trouble on the 
track, he always explains his prob- 
lems and manages to do it with a 
smile, even when he’s obviously 
disappointed. 

“T always remember one year when 
Hannah raced at Hollister,” Kied- 
rowski recalls. “I was there watching 
and his bike broke. Usually when a 


guy breaks he throws it down and 
walks away, throwing his goggles 
and helmet. His bike broke all the 
way on the other side of the track 
and he pushed it all the way across 
and still signed autographs for the 
fans along the way. My dad said to 
me, ‘You remember that when your 
bike breaks; don’t act like a fool and 
throw it down. Nobody likes thz 

I always remember that.” 

His family has always helped him 
keep up a positive attitude. 

“I try to keep everything as pos- 
itive as I can, because once you have 
a negative attitude you go down,” 
says Kiedrowski. “So I try to keep 
everything as high as I can.” 

That positive attitude kept him 
going on his first trip to Europe for 
the Motocross des Nations. 

“Tt’s hard getting used to the food, 
sleeping, everything’s just different 
so you feel like going home” said 
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Kiedrowski. “In Italy I felt that way, 
I didn’t want to do anything. That’s 
probably why I didn’t do well there. 
You’ve just got to go and have fun, 
sightsee and stuff like that. You get 
better that way.” 

His positive thinking also helped 
him throughout the long season, one 
that saw him constantly in the hunt 
for the championship. The lowest 
point Kiedrowski reached in the 
standings was fourth, but he was 
only five points from the leader at 
the time. His largest points deficit 
was 27 following the 10th of 13 
rounds and his title hopes appeared 
to be fading, but Bradshaw failed to 
score points in two of the six 
remaining motos which allowed 
Kiedrowski to overtake him and win 
the title. 

If there was a point when his 
confidence wavered, it was after the 
Steel City National in Pennsylvania

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when, with two rounds to go, he 
failed to capitalize on Bradshaw’s 
problems. Crashes kept Kiedrowski 
19 points behind. 

“Tt was given to me and I couldn’t 


do anything with it,” he said. “I 
- thought maybe I'd lose it then.” i 


More mistakes by Bradshaw put 
Kiedrowski up by six points over 
Honda teammate Guy Cooper and 
11 over Bradshaw going into the 
final round. Although the lead was 
slim, Kiedrowski claims he didn’t 
feel much pressure. 

“T went to the race to win and get 
points,” he says. “I just tried to ride 
and not think about the 
championship.” 

Although that championship was 
in the back of his mind throughout 
the season, Kiedrowski wouldn’t 
have been too disappointed if he 
didn’t win it. 

“Honda only expected me to get 
top five,” he had said while in 
Germany prior to the end of the 
season. “I set my goals to win and 
do the best I can, but for right now 
I’m ahead of what I’m supposed to 
do. It’s not going to hurt me (if I 
don’t win), everyone’s lost before.” 

Since he didn’t lose, Kiedrowski 
says he’s going to celebrate by taking 
some time to relax, and stay off a 
motorcycle for a week or so. He’s 
plans on getting in a little bit of 
fishing or hunting with his father, 
or maybe even go surfing. He also 
plans to get a new truck with some 
of his Honda bonus money. 

Then it’ll be time to prepare for 
the Paris (France) and Geneva (Swit- 
zerland) Supercross races and the 
new season, which will see him move 
up to the 250cc class for the Camel 


Supercross Series. He will return to - 


the 125cc Nationals to defend his 
title. 

‘And instead of hearing his Honda 
teammates tease him about having 
a National number that could be a 
telephone area code, Kiedrowski will 
be proudly displaying the number 
one plate on his factory CR125. œ

Garriga wins, Kocinski 
reigns in Spain

TARAGONA, SPAIN, OCT. 1 


A crowd estimated at 50,000 saw America’s 
John Kocinski preserve his undefeated 
record in 250cc international road racing. 
The 21-year-old AMA 250cc National 


Champion took on the world’s 
best at the twisty, two-mile 
Calafat Circuit near Taragona 
on the Mediterranean Coast of 
Spain. 

The ninth running of Solo Moto’s 
Superprestigio brought together 
such 250cc Grand Prix stars as World 
Champion Sito Pons, runner-up 





Reinhold Roth, Carlos Cardus, Juan 
Garriga, Didier de Radigues, Loris 
Reggiani, Helmut Bradl, Martin 
Wimmer and the 18-year-old Braz- 
ilian Alejandro Barros, who has 
signed to ride 500cc Cagivas in 1990. 
But the big attraction was Team 
Roberts flyer Kocinski, riding a 
factory Yamaha YZR250. 

Kocinski’s arrival in Spain was a 








major media event which began 
when he stepped out of the interna- 
tional arrivals gate after his flight 
from Los Angeles where he was 
surrounded by Spanish press at 
Barcelona’s El Prat airport. 

He was asked countless times on 
TV, radio and in newspaper inter- 
views if he thought he could beat 
World Champion Sito Pons in Sito’s 
own backyard. His best answer came 
on stage and before 4000 motorcy- 
clists at a 10 o’clock appearance at 
the traditional ‘Campground 
Show.” 

Speaking through a translator, 
John replied: “Well, the best way to 
answer that question is this: I’ve got 
an eagle on my helmet and Sito has 
an owl on his. Who do you think 
wins between an owl and an eagle?” 
That brought the house down. 

Just when it looked as if the pole 
would go to Carlos Cardus, who had 
a time of 1:31.41 against Garriga’s 
1:31.46 with just over two minutes 
to go, Kocinski, whose number one 
bike had broken a crank, strode out 
in an attempt to steal the pole. 

“I was really pumped,” Kocinski 
said later. “The Spaniards were so 
motivated it was unreal and I wanted 














to show them what we could do. I 
had to push back to the pits and I 
thought it was too late but Bud 
(Aksland) had my second bike 
warmed up and I jumped on and 
went for it. I saw the guy getting the 
checkered flag ready when I finished 
my first lap, but I had my tires 
working and I knew my lap would 
count. I was lucky because I had a 
clear run. Most of the Spanish guys 
had already done plug chops. I 
almost lost the thing halfway 
through the lap on the little bump 
where the old section hooks up with 
the new asphalt. I had my left foot 
off the peg, but I kept it up and I 
just knew when I crossed the start/ 
finish that I’d done it.” 

He had, too. His time of 1:30.95 
made him the first rider to get under 
1:31 on the lengthened Calafat 
Circuit. 

Practice was carried live on Can- 
talonian television and covered by 
national radio. The Sunday daily 
newspapers opened their sports 
sections with pictures of Kocinski 
and reports from’ practice. The 
President of the Generalitat of 
Catalonia (the autonomous region of 
Catalonia) and the Mayor of Barcel- 
ona were on hand for practice and 
stayed over for the race. 

The Superprestigio 250cc race, run 
over three 12-lap heats with the 
overall winner decided on points 
using the old FIM system of 15, 12, ` 
10, 8, 6, 5 down to | point for 10th, 
was held the same day as the Spanish 
round of the Formula One car race 
in Jerez and outdrew the automobile 
race, 50,000 to 30,000, and also had 
higher TV ratings in the regions 
where the 250cc race was carried live. 

“This felt like a Grand Prix,” 
Kocinski said. “For me there was 
more tension than in Japan or even 
America. These guys didn’t want me 
to beat them in their own backyard.” 

The first heat started badly for 
Kocinski. His YZR suffered bottom 
end problems at the end of the first 
lap and he was forced to retire, 
leaving the race to be fought between 
Spaniards Cardus and Pons. 

Cardus, who now has American 
George Vukmanovich as crew chief 
in his Honda-Repsol team, won a 
hard-fought dice with Pons while 
Garriga recovered from a poor start 
to take third from Barros. The four- 
way battle for fifth was won by West 
German Bradl ahead of HB-Honda 
teammate and fellow German Roth, 
and ahead of Spaniards Alberto Puig 
(Yamaha TZ) and Danial Amatriain 
(Honda NSR). 

Kocinski went out for the second 


. heat on his backup bike, running a 


little rich to be on the safe side, and 





he cleared off from the start to pull 
out a 3.5-second lead over Pons. He 
then watched his pit board and held 
off Garriga by 2.8 seconds to win. 
Pons was third with Cardus fifth. 
Roth crashed during the opening 
laps and was taken to the hospital 
for X-rays; he was found to be okay, 
but was out for the day. 

Going into the final heat, Cardus 
led with 23 points with Pons and 
Garriga tied for second with 22 
points and Kocinski held fourth with 
15. 

The final heat was almost a carbon 
copy of the second one. Kocinski got 
a flyer of a start and left the pack 
behind. He nursed his lead from the 
front, reading his board and holding 
off Garriga after Garriga had pulled 
clear of Pons. 

Cardus lost third place overall to 
Kocinski when his tire went off and 
he was passed by hard-charging 
teenager Barros. 

Garriga was the overall winner - 
his only win of 1989 - and he shouted 
from the podium: “The Pac-Man 
(the figure on Garriga’s helmet) 
gobbled up the eagle and the owl!” 

Kocinski received an ovation 
almost as long and as loud as 
Garriga’s and was swarmed by the 
Spanish fans who had him signing 
autographs for nearly 20 minutes 
after the race. 

Pons had said before the race that 
he was not going to stick his neck 
out ‘in an international because he 
had a long winter testing program 
in front of him on the Honda 
NSR500. Garriga also announced 
the night before the race that he had 
a firm agreement with Yamaha to 
race a Yamaha YZR500 in 1990 and 
that the team would be run out of 
Barcelona and under Ducados colors. 

Kocinski, who is almost certain to 
be riding in 1990 for Yamaha and 
Team Roberts, didn’t win on points, 
but he was the star of the show and 
proved very popular with the rabid 
Spanish crowd. 

The 125cc portion of the event was 
won by 19-year-old World Cham- 
pion Alex Criville on his last ride 
aboard the JJ Cobas. Criville 
announced that he was leaving the 
Barcelona-based team and his 
replacement will be four-time World 
Champion Jorge Martinez ‘‘Aspar,”’ 
who said after the race that he is 
leaving the Derbi factory. He will 
ride 125s in 1990 while also getting 
some time on a 250cc GP bike. 

Criville is reported to have a “good 
chance” of getting a pair of Honda 
NSR250s to be run under Marlboro 
colors. Giacomo Agostini’s offer to 
run him on a factory-kitted 250 as 
a teammate to Luca Cadalora was 
turned down by Criville the day after 
the Superprestigio. 


Criville won the first heat from* 


West German Stefan Prien, Mar- 
tinez, and Dutchman Hans Spaan, 
who started badly in the first heat 
and spent the race fighting his way 
past the likes of Fausto Gresini, 
Californian Allan Scott, Ezio Gia- 
nola, and Japanese privateer Hiroshi 
Unemoto, who turned up without 
being invited and rode the wheels off 
his Honda RS. 

Hans Spaan took the second heat 
win while Criville rode well within 
himself to take second, four seconds 
in front of Martinez, who was 
hounded right to the line by 
Unemoto. e

Third-generation 
GSXR750 leads 


the way 


Suzuki unveiled its latest sport bike offering 
and announced much of its 1990 street bike 
lineup at a press conference and test ride 
at southern California’s Willow Springs 


International Raceway. 
Though not the much- 
hoped-for GSXR750RR model 


that was offered in foreign 
countries and seen on the World 
Superbike tour this year, the new 
GSXR750L does differ significantly 
from the 1988-89 GSXR750J/K 
models. 

First, and most importantly, is 
Suzuki's decision to return to the 
bore and stroke of the original 1986- 
87 GSXR750G/H models. The new 
L model’s cylinders measure 





70 x 48.7mm for a displacement of 
749cc, rather than the 73 x 44.7mm 
dimensions and 748cc displacement 
of the J/K models. The reason 
Suzuki spokesmen gave for returning 
to the “long-stroke” configuration is 
that the increased leverage ratio and 
longer effective power stroke increase 
port velocity, which increases low- 
to mid-range power. 

In the top end, the height of the 
pistons has been reduced to coincide 
with the longer stroke, and the skirt 
width has been slightly reduced to

minimize friction. The area from the 
piston crown to the upper oil control 
ring is alumite-coated to increase the 
surface hardness, and the thin piston 
rings have slightly more static 
tension. 

The intake cam timing remains 
the same as that of the 89 GSXR 
for high rpm output, but the exhaust 
cam timing has been juggled from 
the short-stroke models — lift, 
duration and overlap were reduced, 
and the lobe center advanced to help 
low- to mid-range power. 

The exhaust valves are identical in 
size to the early GSXRs at 24mm, 
but the intake valves have been 
increased lmm to 27mm. This 
increase in valve size necessitated the 
use of smaller, 10mm thread spark 
plugs. 

In the bottom end, the connecting 
rod has been lengthened and streng- 
thened with a larger I-beam cross 
section. A new bolt-only conrod cap, 
replacing the bolt-and-nut system 
used previously, offers less weight 
with comparable strength. 

A curved oil cooler like that 
introduced on the 89 GSXR1100K 
provides increased cooling capacity 
while still clearing the front tire and 
adding minimal frontal area to the 
aerodynamic fairing. Oil capacity 
has been increased over the early- 
model GSXRs, yet with the increased 
oil cooler capacity, deep-sump oil 
pan, and oil pump pickup, windage 
loss is reduced. 

A lightweight, four-into-one 
exhaust system is now employed 
(replacing the four-into-two system 
used in ’88-89) with a detachable 
stainless steel muffler section, which 
allows the owner to fitan aftermarket 
muffler while retaining the stock 
collector. The muffler canister itself 
is beveled at the leading edge for 
increased cornering clearance, and a 
replaceable skid plate is fitted there. 

Another significant. change con- 
cerns the carburetion, as the 
GSXR750L utilizes a bank of four 
38mm Mikuni BST38SS Slingshot 
carbs (California models will have 
36mm units), significantly larger 
than the 36mm units of the ’88-89 
models, the 34s of the ’87, or the 31s 
of the ’86. The new carbs feature a 
power jet-type circuit for high-speed 
running, but the system will be 
disconnected on American models. A 
Suzuki spokesman said that the 
reason for this decision has nothing 
to do with emissions; rather it was 
decided that with America’s 65 mph 
maximum speed limit, a system that 














works from 8000 rpm to full throttle 
could not be considered streetable. 

Fortunately, the fix (for racing use) 
is simple. On the American models, 
a solid jet blocks off the power jet 
circuit, and the bike makes use of 
a single, larger main jet. For a quick 
horsepower gain, one need only 
install the European power jets and 
smaller main jets. Do note, however, 
that the Euro-model also uses a 
different airbox. 

Another change in the carburetion 
department is the use of a separate 
atmosphere vent for the CV-type 
slide diaphragms. All four carbs are 
now vented to a single foam air filter 
mounted above the engine, rather 
than to the airbox, so that the 
diaphragms are no longer affected by 
the rise and fall of air pressure 
through the intake system. (Though 
it was not certain at presstime, a 
Suzuki spokesman said that he 
believed California models will not 
have this feature.) The change to a 
constant air vent helps stabilize 
throttle slide response. 

To cope with the new motor’s 
increased power and slightly lower 
primary gearing, the clutch now uses 

six springs instead of four. More 
springs provide increased pressure 
while minimizing clutch lever 
stiffness. 

Finally, the transmission drive- 
shaft has been lengthened by 3mm, 
allowing the chain to clear the wider 
rear tire. 

On the chassis side, some changes 
were made to slow down the steering, 
as the 88-89 machines were some- 
times criticized for being too twitchy. 
The steering head angle was 
increased from 24°50’ to 25°30’, 
which slightly increases wheelbase 
and trail, and a rounder-profile 
Michelin radial front tire now per- 
mits subtler transitions than the 
highly-triangulated rubber fitted 
previously. 

In order to fit the curved oil cooler, 
changes were made to the top and 
down tubes of the aluminum alloy 
chassis. The changes reflect those of 
the ’89 GSXR1100K, and essentially 
consist of pulling the head section 
28mm downward and 8mm rearward 
(as compared to the ’88-89 models). 
The sidestand mounting bracket has 
been shortened by 5mm to increase 
cornering clearance, and the sides- 
tand lengthened a similar amount to 
maintain the correct parking atti- 
tude. 

Suspension consists of the same 
fully-adjustable Showa inner car- 






tridge front fork, and a Showa rear 
shock which now features a remote 


reservoir mounted on the right rear e e 
of the machine. The gas/oil reservoir 
boasts a 12-position compression 
damping adjustment, while a four-

Coolbeth clobbers ’em 
at Trail-Way ST

HANOVER, PA, OCT. 7 

Trail-Way Speedway brought the curtain 
down on its 1989 short track season. Ken 
Coolbeth became only the second rider in 
Trail-Way history to score a hat trick — three 
wins on three different machines in the same 
night. He also is the first, and probably only, 
Amateur to pull this off, taking the 85, 200 
and 250cc finals, the latter two relatively easily 
over Mike Hacker. The Experts started to look 
like the previous week's race, as Jason Fletcher 
grabbed the lead in the 250cc final, but fell 
one lap from the end, giving Mike Varnes the 
win. He did stay on two wheels to claim the 
600cc Pro-Am final, while Georgie Price took 
the 600cc Expert race, with Max George 
topping the 750s. 

The hardest win for Coolbeth’s R&I 
Manufacturing/Edmunds Racing/Mom & 
Pop-sponsored Kawasakis was the first — the 
85cc class. Ricky Winsett took the lead from 
Coolbeth, Roy Miller, Mike Hacker and Paul 
Lynch. On the third lap, Todd Winsett moved 
into the third spot, giving the top three to 
the Expert-rated riders. While Ricky Winsett 
and Coolbeth were running nose to tail, 
pulling away, Hacker went into fourth, and 
first Amateur. After probing for most of the 
race, Coolbeth slipped under Winsett down 
the back straight on the sixth lap. Winsett 
stayed close, but Coolbeth took the win. 

The 250cc race was next on Coolbeth’s 
agenda. He got a rather poor start, fifth behind 
Rich Mellinger, Hacker, Robert Miller and 
Chuck - Buchanan. Hacker took the lead 
halfway into the second lap, as Coolbeth 
began to knife his way through the pack, 
taking third by the end of the third lap. On 
the fourth lap Coolbeth took over the lead. 
Once in front, Coolbeth’s tremendous power- 
to-weight ratio waved bye-bye to the field. 

The 200cc class looked almost the same, but 
with not as many riders in front. This time 
only Hacker and Robert Miller were in front, 
as Coolbeth took the lead on the third lap, 
but Hacker retook the lead on the next lap. 
Coolbeth took it back in the same spot the 
next lap and pulled away to the win. 

Jason Fletcher looked like he was going to 
repeat his 250cc Expert win of the previous 
week, as he quickly jumped in front of Mike 
Varnes, Georgie Price, Dave Lesniak, and a 
heated battle for fifth. The top four quickly 
spread out, while Tom Majeski, Kevin Varnes, 
Buzz Skiles and David Miller battled. 

On the seventh lap, Fletcher's high-line 
style bit him, as his front end slid out, giving 
Varnes the win. 

Fletcher, again, jumped in front of the 600cc 
Pro-Am final, and this time, he kept the front- 
end upright, as he easily won the final over 
Rob Majeski and a battle for third between 
Mike Varnes, Tom Majeski, Jim Hollister and 
David Miller. Hollister took third at the 
halfway mark, but Tom Majeski regained it 
the following lap and pulled a little distance 
over the others battling for fourth.

Crockett’s day, Johnston’s 
year in Washington RR

KENT, WA, OCT. 8 

David Johnston was leading the Open Singles 
points standings going into the last race of 
the Washington Motorcycle Roadracing 
Association's season at Seattle International 
Raceway. How could it be otherwise? The 
hard-charging Yamaha rider could look back 
on an unbroken string of victories. 

_Victories they were, but they were not easy 
victories. Dave Crockett, also Yamaha- 
mounted, had been nipping at Johnston's 
heels all year. Crockett’s second place finishes 
had given him enough points to be within 
striking distance for the overall season 
championship. The only catch: He had to win 
while Johnston simply had to finish. But we 
are talking Open Singles here, a class marked 
by experimental machines, bizarre hybrids, 
and pistons the size of third place trophies. 
Pumped up Yamaha SRXs such as those 
ridden by Crockett and Johnston are known 
for their ability to spit the head right off the 
motor. A DNF was not out of the question. 

Crockett took the lead at the start, not 
surprising considering his close season-long 
battles for first. But what was surprising was 
he was battling with Kevin Meagher, not 
David Johnston. Meagher was also SRX- 
mounted, and his motor, ironically, was built 
by Johnston. Johnston, himself, was relegated 
toa distant third. 

“I led most of the race, but he kept See 
me on the straightaway,” Crockett said. “T 
pass him going down the hill into turn three, 
and hold the lead until he’d pass me on the 
straightaway again. Then I missed a shift on 
the last lap and he got by me. His bike is 
very fast, and he was riding quite well.” 

An ecstatic Meagher said: “This was my first 
win, I've been struggling for three years in 
the Open Single class, I went all out, and I 
rode on the edge definitely. Johnston may 
have been taking it easy to make sure he had 
the season championship in the bag, but the 
way I look at it, I beat them all.” 

Meanwhile, back in the pack, Johnston had 
his hands full with Bill Bircher, who said: 
“I followed him the whole race, he'd get ahead 
on the straight, I'd catch right up to him in 
the hairpins. He kept taking the inside line 
into the chicanes. I like to sneak in there, but 
he kept forcing me into a normal line. 
Basically, I took fourth because Johnston 
forced me into a normal line all the way 
around the track.” 

Bircher was hot off a class win in Portland, 
Oregon, and is known for his flamboyant 
style. 

The Open Single class was part of a full 
day of racing that included WMRRA’s annual 
Foodbank 50, a run-what-you-brung event 
with the only entry fee being a food donation. 
Gate admission was also half-price with a 
similar donation. WMRRA donated over 750 
pounds of food to a local foodbank after the 
event.

Pittman, Pinkstaffs 
premier at PIR RR

PORTLAND, OR, OCT. 15 

The Oregon Motorcycle Road Racing Asso- 
ciation’s season finale at Portland Interna- 
tional Raceway featured the usual and the 
unusual. As usual, Joe Pittman won three 
classes, although he was denied a fourth by 
a DNF in Open Superbike. But with season 
points either locked up in some cases or still 
much in contention in others, some strange 
pairings of racers and equipment took place. 

For example, Dan Zlock, riding back-up 
machinery throughout the season, realized he 
had a shot at third in season points in Open 
Superbike. Zlock assigned himself the fastest 
of the Zlock Brothers’ Suzuki stable while 
Keith Pinkstaff played a new role as team rider 
and hung back in fourth. 

“Talk abouta ringside seat,” Pinkstaff said. 
“Dan (Zlock), Alan (Edwards) and Scott 
(Johnston) were scuffing handlebars the 
whole 10 laps. I'd have to characterize it as 
a vulgar brawl. The best part was watching 
Alan ride, because we all had motor on him.” 
Vulgar brawl or not, it was excellent racing, 
and Edwards won with a last-lap pass. 

Also in the strange-pairings department, 
Howard Pinkstaff rode Keith's Suzuki 
GSXR1100 in Open Production, plus running 
an illegal GSXR750 in 750cc Superbike. 

“What the heck,” the elder Pinkstaff said. 
“Who's gonna protest a 67-year-old racer?” 
No one did, and Howard finished eighth in 
a field of 13. Keith won 750cc Superbike, a 
disrespectful lap ahead of his “old man.” 

Similarly, Dan Horn, with a lock on season 
points in Open Battle of The Twins, traded 
rides with faithful pit-crewman Dean Reed. 
Reed, considerably heavier than Horn, broke 
off the right footpeg of Horn’s Ducati, but 
a Cliff Baker welding job saved the day, 
finishing -repairs in time for Reed’s heat in 
Open BOTT. 

Best two-man race of the day was in 750cc 
Production, a 10-lap dice between Joe Pituman 
and Mike McBrady. McBrady held the lead 
through lap six when Pittman passed him 
coming off the back straight, McBrady then 
took it back in the same spot on lap seven. 
Pittman drafted and repassed on the front 
straight on lap nine, but McBrady passed yet 











again and was leading into turn seven on the 
last lap, but overcooked it and took to the 
grass. He saved it and got back on the track 
for a close second behind Pittman. 

Sammy Schwarz capped her season with a 
first-time win in 250cc Vintage, moving to 
second in year-end points. Cliff Baker, on his 
five-year-old Honda/ Yamaha Hybrid (a 250c¢ 
Honda MX water-pumper in a Yamaha TZ 
frame), was only four points up on Scott 
Soper, and would have to beat him to win 
the Ulwra Lightweight Championship, but 
was unable to pull it off, as Soper grabbed 
a big lead on the first lap and held it 
throughout.

Clay, Bennett score

Smith one for two at 
Argyll Motocross

FMF/Race Tech/Bieffe/Pirelli/Team Ches- 
terfield Suzuki-sponsored Rodney Smith 
entered both the 125 and 250cc Pro classes at 
Argyll Park’s CMC Motocross races, but had 
to settle for the 250cc Pro victory alone. 
Unexpected mechanical problems beset the 
GP contender as the white flag was set to fly 
while he was leading the first 125cc Pro moto, 
and the dreaded “DNF” appeared on his score 
sheet. Arai/Torco/Surf-n-Turf Suzuki- 
sponsored Greg Tirheimer was the beneficiary 
of Smith's misfortune and claimed the 125cc 
Pro purse. 

The 500cc Pro win went to Malcolm Smith/ 
Rock Oil/Gilroy Honda-mounted Allen 
Silhanek, while Kawasaki-mounted Alex 
Jorgensen topped the Vet Pro shoot-out and 
Team Green Dublin Kawasaki-sponsored 
Danny Nelson scored the 80cc Expert win. 

Suzukis were the dominant- force in the 
250cc Pros and Smith was definitely the class 
of the class as he shot into the lead of both 
motos and flew to unchallenged wins. 
Silhanek was also racing the 250s and the 
Gilroy Honda rider gave the Suzukis a 
challenge as he gave chase to Smith in the 
early going of the first moto. But FMF/CPE/ 
Suzuki-mounted Scott Myers passed him after 
two laps just as his teammate, Lowell 
Thomson, crashed and chose to sit out the 
remainder of the moto. Euro-Cycle Suzuki- 
mounted Jimmy “Kamakazi” Robertson and 
FMF/Bieffe/Fox/Richmond Suzuki- 
sponsored Danny Paladino soon closed in on 
the Honda rider and began to give him fits. 
Myers finished second to Smith while Sil- 
hanek held on for third. Paladino advanced 
to fourth while Robertson had to settle for 
sixth after D&R Racing Kawasaki-mounted 
Ron “Alien” Allen slipped by on the last lap 
to steal fifth. 

In moto two, Thomson worked up to second 
and gave chase to Smith. Though he never 
caught the leader, his effort was admirable 
as he finished a close second. Thomson's first- 
round DNF held him to 10th overall. Paladino 
finished third for the same overall while a 
fourth was all Myers needed for second overall. 
Allen was again fifth and was rewarded with 
fourth overall and a second moto seventh 
earned Silhanek fifth overall. 

While the first 125cc Pro moto may have 
come Tirheimer's way by default, he defi- 
nately proved he deserved the overall with his 
second-moto come-from-behind charge, 
which netted him second behind Team Green 
Fairfield Kawasaki-mounted Ray Crumb. 
Crumb crashed from contention in the opener 
and only managed an eighth.

Pro moto as Suzuki-mounted Jack Azevedo 
inherited the lead with Tirheimer and Pat 
Bennett, also RM-mounted, in pursuit. As 
Tirheimer passed Azevedo for the lead, Smith 
was workign his way through the pack. At 
mid-moto Smith was challenging Tirheimer 
and, after a lap, was by and pulling away. 
Then, two turns before the white flag, Smith 
sent a rod south and came to a screeching 
halt. Tirheimer won with Bennett second and 
Azevedo third. 

As moto two began, Tirheimer found 
himself on the ground while Honda-mounted 
Steve Hunter led the Fairfield Kawasaki's of 
Ricky Lutz and Crumb. 

By lap four, Tirheimer was up to fifth while 
Crumb advanced to second and began pushing 
Hunter to his limit. A lap later, Crumb was 
out front with Tirheimer closing in on Lutz 
and Bennett. At the white flag, Tirheimer 
roosted into second but Crumb's lead was 
sufficient to secure the win. Second was 
enough for the overall for Tirheimer while 
Crumb’s win gave him third overall. A third 
for Bennett earned him second overall while 
Hunter salvaged fourth and fourth overall.

He did the same in round four and picked 
up his fourth-straight win. 

Chism was not as fortunate. He got a poor 
start when his heat left the line and could 
never advance furthern than third. 

Going into the fifth and final round, Black 
had enough points to make the main. All 
Chism had to do was finish third to be in 
a tie for the final spot in the main. He never 
got that far. 

While doing a clutch start prior to the final 
heat, Chism broke the drive chain on his 
Jawa, but his crew got his back-up bike ready 
and he pulled to the line in time for the restart. 
When the race began, he jumped into the lead 
over Black. Chism started to move out 
immediately and he was still pulling away 
when he fell down in turn one on lap three. 
That brought a red flag and the referee, veteran 
racer Jim “The Animal” Fishback, kicked 
Chism out for being the cause. 

Without Chism, Black was the favorite 
when the main event raced from the starting 
line.

Rookie Mike Buff was setting 
the pace over veteran Johnny Walker, Evans 
and Black. 

Making his first appearance since breaking 
acollarbone in August, Buff pulled away from 
the pack. He moved out to a comfortable lead 
but he went wide and pulled off the track. 

Riding a Weslake, Walker inherited the 
lead. He drifted wide out of turn two and 
Evans blazed underneath. Once out front, 
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At L.A. County Raceway, 250cc Novice class winner Eric Casas holds 
up a pit board telling 125cc Pro class winner Troy Welty to “Try Golf”. 


Evans took the Anthony Electric Weslake to 
abg lead. Walker ended up second with Black 
third. 

The Glendora High School student pulled 
off his helmet and pumped his hand into the 
night air at the finish line.

“I ran out of fuel on the back 
straightaway. I almost didn’t get here (victory 
circle).

“It was my 
first race back after my injury and my arms 
pumped up my last two rides. That’s why I 
lost the lead in my final heat race.” 

Asked what happened to him in the main, 
Black replied, “It was my fault. E completely 
missed the start. Even though I didn’t win, 
I still had a lot of fun. When the fans cheered 
as hard as they did, it gve me goose bumps.”

Lynch at Willow 
Springs Road Race

After a long absence from his home track, 17- 
year-old Tommy Lynch let the field know his 
presence by winning the WERA-sanctioned 
Formula USA, B Superstock and B Superbike 
races at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. 

Lynch, riding Jamie James’ AMA Super- 
bike Championship-winning Yoshimura 
Suzuki GSXR750, took the lead at the start 
of the featured Formula USA race, followed 
by Suzuki-mounted Lee Shierts and Kent 
Kunitsugu, who was competing in his first 
race after moving up from a 600 to a 1000cc 
Yamaha. 

For 5th Avenue Seltzer’s Chuck Graves, ‘the 
race was over at the start, as he tagged another 
rider and dropped the bike. By the time Graves 
picked up the fallen machine and got 
permission Porn a cornerworker to continue, 
the leaders were coming down the hill from 
turn four. Had Graves placed third or better 
he would have won the series championship, 
but now he'd have to be content with a 
lackluster finish. 

As the race progressed, Shierts made a stab 
at the lead, successfully going under Lynch 
in turn one. Shortly thereafter, Lynch made 
the same move on Shierts that he had made 
on him to regain his lead spot. 

In the end, it was Lynch, sponsored by 
Yoshimura, Motul, The Wax Shop, ICRT 
Michelin, Kushitani, Fox, Shoei and Ono 
Sokki, who crossed the finish line first with 
Shierts second and Burke third. 

Coming from the fourth position and 
passing Kunitsugu for third was hard-riding 
Barry Burke, the points leader in the series. 
Steve Bigowski then snuck his John Lassak- 
prepared Yamaha TZ250 past Kunitsugu to 
claim the fourth position, with Kunitsugu 
fifth at the finish. 

Willow Springs Raceway promised to 
award the WERA F-USA Regional Champion 
$1500to help travel to the Road Atlanta Grand 
National Finals, November 1-5, and Barry 
Burke, being the points leader, was quite 
happy to hear that. 

“Without the money, I'd never be able to 
make the trip,” he said. 











In the B Superstock race, Lynch once again 
showed that despite his youth, he could win 
over some of the more experienced racers. 

As the green flag dropped, Lynch got the 
holeshot, while Vance & Hines’ Pete oll, 
Dean Mizdal and Chuck Graves ran second, 
third and fourth, respectively. Coming down 
the front straight, Graves put the move on 
Mizda 

Next, he set his sights on Carroll in second 
position, and a couple of laps later made a 
picture- ee pass. Graves was riding a bike 
that had been hastily repaired after his truck 
and trailer overturned while traveling to a 
race, and he did quite well considering that 
it had bent forks and swingarm. 

Lynch, holding down a solid first, never 
looked back. Carroll, not satisfied with his 
new-found third position, tried to retake it 
from Graves, but to no avail. In the end, it 
was Lynch taking the checkered flag first with 
Graves following for second and Carroll third. 

“I just tried to take off from the start as 
hard as I could,” said Lynch, “The tires 
worked perfect, as well as the bike.” 

Lynch also sewed up the B Superbike race 
in his usual fashion, while teammate Donald 
Jacks, riding Scott Russell’s Yoshimura 
Suzuki Superbike, came in second and Ken 
Reynolds took third. 

Racing journalist Nick Ienatsch usually 
competes in the ARRA road races (where he’s 
the points leader) but he showed up today 
to try to qualify for the WERA Grand 
National Finals at Road Atlanta in early 
November. Ienatsch had another excellent day 
as he won the D Superbike class going away 
ona Yamaha FZR400, and took a second-place 
finish in Formula Three on a Honda RS125, 
despite a crankshaft failure late in the race.

Collins conquers

Blakely holeshotted the second Open 
Money class moto, but Vanwagoner beat him 
out of the first turn. Collins donder Blakely 
and took the second spot. Medical flags were 
flying, though, when the pack cleared the 
turn, as Suzuki rider Dusti Rounds had 
crashed hard.

Ostbo scores at 
Rimrock Lake GP

RIMROCK LAKE, WA, OCT. 1 
Paul Ostbo of Woodinville, Washington, 
posted a come-from-behind win in the 
Rimrock Lake GP. With sponsorship from 
Jones Goggles, Pirelli Tires, Maier Mfg., Bell 
Helmets, Scott Performance and High Gear 
Motorcycles of Kirkland, Washington, 
Kawasaki-mounted Ostbo faced his competi- 
tion on a four-mile course composed of rough 
startlingly-changing terrain. Ostbo had just 
returned from San Felipe, Mexico, where on 
September 16, he and teammate Paul Krause 
won the Gran Carrera De Campieones 350. 
The Heavyweights and Team Experts got 
underway at 12:30 p.m. from a dead-engine 
start. The approximately 90 racers executed 
a U-turn west to east around a pickup truck 
with Dan moore (Kaw), Phil Bridgers (Hon), 
Cary Condotta (Hon), Stanaway (Hon), and 
Skip Gilmaur (Yam) running out front. 
Halfway through the first lap, Team Moore 
and Team Stanaway had reached the stream 


‘crossing bridge. Once across, Jason Dahners 


(Hon), Ostbo and Bridgers began to work their 
way ahead. Back across a bridge 30 feet from 
the south-bound trail, Moore was cloely 
pursued by the other forerunners. He turned 
into a narrow trail where he worked his way 
through vast trees, The course came back onto 
open sand for a quarter-mile, turned up a 40- 
foot rise, slipped downward through a mass 
of rocks, and came to an abrupt halt as the 
riders’ tags were punched by checkers, 
signifying the completion of lap one. Eight 
minutes had elapsed. 

On lap three, Ostbo narrowed the gap to 
within a minute of the leader Dahners. In turn, 
Kenny Almquist (Suz) and Bridgers followed 
single-file. 

Ostbo was two minutes be! hind Dahners on 
lap five. He and Bridgers reached the stream 
crossing simultaneously. Ostbo tried to force 
passage, but Bridgers closed off the bridge 
ahead. ostbo felt the bump, and found himself 
tumbling into the creek. He now had to play 
catch-up. 

By the eighth lap, Ostbo was tightening the 
distance between Dahners and himself, as 
Bridgers followed aggressively within 
seconds. 

At 2:02 p.m., Dahners pulled into the pits 
to have his crew snip off the odometer. A fall 
in the rocks had knocked the instrument loose 
and left it dangling. In the meantime, Ostbo 
waited tensely for his tag to be punched. 
Dahners and Ostbo exchanged glances as they 
laid seige on the course. Dahners slipped and 
regained, exchanged the lead, and drew ahead 
of Ostbo. At the completion of a seven-minute 
lap, Ostbo had taken teh lead. Dahners’ only 
choice was to continue in desperate pursuit. 

At the finish Dahners arrived at the line 
15 seconds after Ostbo and third-place Bridges 
pulled in two minutes later. 

Dahners later told Ostbo, “I guess if I have 
to come in second, I’m glad you’re the one 
that beat me.” e

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Haslam reportedly set to join Mam- 
ola. Haslam was Kevin Schwantz’ 
teammate on Pepsi Suzukis in 1989. 


According to Terry Vance, who for 
many years has been associated 
with Suzuki, the Vance & Hines 
AMA Superbike team will cam- 
paign Yamahas and not Suzukis 
in 1990. “It’s true,” Vance said 
when questioned about the rumor 
on Monday, October 23. “‘It’s a 
long-term, smoking deal.” Vance 
went on to say that Vance & Hines 
Yamaha have no firm plans yet 
regarding riders, but will decide by 
December. The Vance/Yamaha 
agreement also came about to 
give Yamaha Supersport bike 
customers a place to go in the 
aftermarket, much like the 
Suzuki/ Yoshimura link. As far as 
drag racing goes, multi-time 
champion Vance said: ‘That’s 
how we started and we will stay 
involved. We just have to figure 
out how we want to position it. 
The road racing effort is our major 
concern at this point.” Vance said 
the deal with Yamaha was final- 
ized on Wednesday, October 18. 


The Vance & Hines agreement with 
Yamaha apparently leaves Team 
MotoSport without support in 1990. 
The team of Rich Arnaiz and Phil 
Kress rode Yamahas in both the AMA 
Superbike Championship and the 
AMA/CCS Endurance Series in 1989 
with Arnaiz finishing third in the 
Superbike title chase; the team is 
currently fifth in the endurance 
championship with one round 
remaining. Team Motorsport was 
known to be negotiating with 
Yamaha regarding backing for their 
1990 team. 


According to a press release from 
Yamaha Motor Corp, U.S.A., 
long-time race team manager Ken 
Clark has left the company. ‘As 
a result of a recent Yamaha Rac- 
ing Department restructuring, 
Ken Clark, after 13 years of 
spearheading Yamaha's racing 
efforts, will be leaving the com- 
pany to pursue other interests.” 


Guy Cooper (Hon) was the big Pro 
class winner at the 13th Annual 
Kawasaki Race of Champions event 
held October 21-22 at Raceway Park 
in Englishtown, New Jersey. Cooper 
topped Keith Bowen (Suz) and Carlo 
Coen in the 125cc Pro class, then 
came back to win the 250cc Pro class 
over Chris Coleman (Kaw) and Carl 
Vaillancourt (Hon). Coleman was 
the 500cc Pro class winner over Kurt 
McMillen (Hon) and Keith Johnson. 
Newly-crowned 500cc National 
champ Jeff Ward (Kaw) fell twice in 
the first 500cc Pro moto but came 
back to win the second round. 


Wayne Rainey (Yam) won the All- 
Japan Road Race at Sugo Circuit, 
October 15. Kevin Magee (Yam) 
finished second with Tadahiko 
Taira (Yam) third. In the 250cc 
ranks, John Kocinski (Yam) won, 
with Tadayuki Okada (Hon) 


second and T. Harada (Yam) third. 


Doug Polen (Suz) won the Formula 
One race held in conjunction with 





the All-Japan Road Race: at Sugo. 
Michael Dowson (Yam) was second 
with Kenishiro Iwahashi (Hon) 
third. 


Ray Roy (Yam) won the Cabo 
1000 point-to-point road race in 
Baja California, Mexico, on 
October 16. Roy, who completed 
the 1059 miles in 11 hours and 
59 minutes, topped Shaun Crane 
(Suz) and Steve Losofsky (BMW). 


The final round of the Mickey 
Thompson Off-Road Champion- 
ship Gran Prix Series that was 
scheduled to take place in San 
Francisco’s Candlestick Park on 
October 28 has been canceled, due 
to complications arising from the 
major earthquake that hit the Bay 
area on Tuesday, October 17. “We 
talked with Candlestick Park offi- 
cials this morning (October 18), and 
while their preliminary investiga- 
tions indicate the stadium is struc- 
turally sound, we were in agreement 
that other considerations warranted 
our canceling the event,’’ said 
MTEG President Bill Marcel. Those 
considerations include the availab- 
lility of a fleet of trucks and heavy- 
duty earth-moving equipment 
needed to bring in the 10,000 yards 
of dirt required to construct the race 
course inside Candlestick Park. 
“This is the kind of equipment that 
is going to be badly needed for 
emergency and clean-up purposes 
throughout the Bay area, and that 
certainly takes priority over our 
event,” said Marcel, who added that 
MTEG has made a financial contri- 
bution to the Red Cross in San 
Francisco. Alternate sites were con- 
sidered, but it was decided that there 
would not be enough time to prop- 
erly prepare for a different location. 


With the cancelation of the San 
Francisco race, the 1989 Mickey 
Thompson Off-Road Champion- 
ship Gran Prix Series is effectively 
over and Jim Holley (Yam) has 
repeated as the Ultracross champ. 
Holley ended the abbreviated 
series with 458 points, while 
Tallon Vohland (Kaw) was second 
with 354, Brian Manley (Kaw) 
third with 332, Tyson Vohland 
(Kaw) fourth with 271 and Lowell 
Thomson (Suz) fifth with 208. 
Kawasaki, with 1047 points, was 
first in the Ultrastock Manufactur- 
er's point standings, Yamaha was 
second with 627 points, Honda 
third with 548, Suzuki fourth with 
451, Cagiva fifth with 106, KTM 
sixth at 37, and ATK seventh with 
one point. 


MX veteran Rex Staten suffered back 
and facial injuries in a crash at a 
practice track in Alta Loma, Cali- 
fornia, on Saturday, October 14. He 
was hospitalized but was released on 
Wednesday, October 17. Staten will 
likely miss the upcoming CMC 
Golden State Nationals while he 
recovers. Cards and letters can be sent 
to Staten at HCR-V-31-C, Apple 
Valley, CA 92307. 


Roger Edmondson, head of the 
AMA Championship Cup Series, 
called to inform us that entries for 
the October 27-29 Race of Cham- 
pions at Daytona International

and 750cc National Supersport 
classes. Entries are still open for 
those two classes and heat races 
will be run to determine which 
riders make the finals. The AMA/ 
CCS has received a total of 1363 
entries thus far. For further infor-
